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PUENTE WALNUT CROP ESTIMATED 
WORTH $160vOOO™BEANS $75,000 


There will be 2000 acres of black- 
eye beans In the Puente district this 
summer, according to the statement 
Made by W. E. Newton of the Puente 
•Mercantile Company. 
The farmers 
liave just finished planting, and the 
greater portion of this acreage is an 
intermediate crop between the young 
walnut trees. 


Black-eye beans run from 12 to 25 
"sacks per acre, and the present esti­ 
mate is that there will be about from 
25,000 to 30,000 sack?, or from 50 to 
^0 carloads. 
At the price of $3.75 
Per sack, this will bring in from ?7G,- 
mo to $90,000. 


This is nearly double the crop and 
acreage, over last year. 
The bean- 
growers have been so successful for 
several years ihat the territory is 
gradually increasing. 
Beans 
bring 
immediate returns when they have 
fjeen cleaned and sacked at the Mer­ 
cantile 
Company's 
warehouse, and 
this ready 
money 
appeals to the 
rancher who Is growing a young wal­ 
nut orchard. 
No other intermediate 
crop planted in the district is as sure 
of good returns. 
The 11,000 sacks 
marketed last year brought the ranch 
•ers a handsome profit, and this year's 
outlook is even better as to price and 
crop. Already 60 per cent of the crop 
ti&B been contracted for. 


Generally there are from 65,000 to 
75,000 sacks of beans in storage in 
Ihe state, carrying over from the year 
previous, but this year every ware- 
Tiouse in California is empty of beans. 
The heavy floods in Texas ruined last 
year's crop of beans in that state, and 
made the demand on California un 
usually heavy. 
Mr. Newton says it 
would be hard to And a carload of 
l)eans in the state. 


The black-eye bean is used by the 
Doorer classes of the far south and 
also in Texas and Mexico. It is a 
cheap bean, with a large amount of 
nutrition. It is fast 
coming to be 
known as one of the great staples of 
the United States. 


The Puente district, which also ex­ 
tends up into Valencia Heights, Is 
very well adapted to the growing of 
these beans. 
Several hundred acres 
are planted within five minutes' ride 
, of Covina. The rich land is too val­ 
uable to be planted to these beans 
alone, but when they are used as an 
intermediate crop, the returns are 
Teckoned as well worth while. The 
rancher must have some kind of crop 
to plant between the trees, and while 
tomatoes and potatoes are planted in 
large acreage in the district, the larg­ 
er number of ranchers prefer the bean 
crop. 


The black-eye bean has not met 
with any obstacles in the Puente dis 
trict as yet. In some districts It has 
l)een attacked by bean weevils in the 
-warehouse and pests in the field, but 
nowhere is the blackeye bean as sub­ 
ject to pests as the other varieties 


of beans. 
They are planted from 
May 15 to May 30, and the crop Is 
ready to thresh in the early fall be­ 
fore the heavy fogs and dews. Prac­ 
tically 95 per cent of the bean crop 
around 
Puente 
goes 
through the 
cleaner at the 
Puente 
Mercantile 
Company warehouse. 
This company 
contracts for the beans, and is known 
as one of the largest handlers of 
beans in the state. 
WALNUT SEASON WILL BE EX­ 
CEPTIONALLY FINE. 
Early in the season there were ru­ 
mors that the walnut crop was going 
to be exceptionally light in the state. 
It is still stated that the old districts 
will not harvest but about 75 per 
cent of what was gathered last year. 
But the walnut growers of Puente 
will receive a bigger crop than ever, 
owing to the fact that the trees are 
all under eight years ol age, and the 
trees are not affected as much by 
varying conditions. 


Last year the Puente Walnut Grow­ 
ers' Association sent out twenty-six 
carloads from 
this 
young-tree dls 
trict. 
Because of the growth of the 
trees, and the fact that more acreage 
has come into bearing, the associa­ 
tion will this year pack 45 carloads, 
and this is placed as conservative. 
Last year there .were 1900 acres In 
the association. This year there will 
be 2200 acres. The prices this year 
will be the same as last year, in tho 
estimation of the state association, 
which means that the regular nuts 
will bring fifteen cents and the bud­ 
ded nuts nineteen cents the pound. 
Last year quite a good deal of dam­ 
age was sustained from the burning 
of the nuts in the sun on September 
16 and 17, two of the hottest days In 
the history of the San Gabriel val­ 
ley. 
But in spite of this fact the 
•burned nuts were marketel, and the 
whole crop was very profitable. The 
burning of the nuts resulted in a 
brown color to the meat, which did 
not In the least Injure the fiavor, but 
buyers prefer the white me?.t. It is 
not expected that any such hot wave 
will ever be experienced again, as 
these two days last year were unpre^ 
dented. 
Based on the figures for 45 
carloads the Pji^nte walnut crop will 
bring $160,000 this year. 
This acre­ 
age is the youngest in the state, but 
will be the largest producer in the 
state when the trees get to a mature 
age. 
Walnut tree planting is going 
on in every direction on the edges of 
the district already planted. 
There 
are now 3500 acres In walnuts. 


One of the show-places In the val 
ley, just set out to walnuts is that 
belonging to George Cross. Mr. Cross 
is interetsed In many ranching ven­ 
tures in the valley, and in subdi­ 
visions, but this new ranch is his 
own 
exclusively, and contains 25 
acres of new land, all set to walnut 


hills and south of Puente. The Hud­ 
son boys and Mrs. Victoria Rowland 
de Hudson have 150 acres of walnuts 
in that vicinity. 


Another new planting is that of La 
Puente Acres, a tract of 105 acres, 
which has all been set to walnuts and 
oranges this year. It has been di­ 
vided into five-acre tracts on the sun­ 
ny south slopes of the hills north of 
Puente, and both domestic and Irrl- 
g.atlng water has been put on every 
five acres, supplied by the La Grand 
Source Water Company. The land is 
being handled by Mr. Cross and Mr. 
Newton. 
The Mason-Cross Company 
is also planting trees on the north 
side of the Puente hills. They have 
65 acres in walnuts. 
DRY 
FARMING 
CROPS 
SLOWLY 
DIMINISHING. 
As the walnut orchards creep o'lt 
over the plain, claiming acre after 
acre of dry-farming land for the rais­ 
ing of high-power crops, the barley 
and oat crop natu'jk'aUy diminishes. 
There will be about 15,000 sacks of 
barley, raised in the Puente valley 
this year and this will be harvested 
very shortly now. 
i 


There is a light crop of hay in spite 
of the fact that the season has been 
a rainy one. Where hay Is abundant 
it is mostly oat hay. Throughout the 
state the hay crop is generally fair, 
especially In the north and in the 
Sacramento valley. 
The great hay 
crops of past fame in the Puente val­ 
ley are now a thing of the past. The 
"Lucky" 
Baldwin 
plains of 30,000 
acres in the La Puente rancho have 
been gradually planted to oranges and 
walnuts, and where the grain sepa­ 
rator used to run for miles over a 
veritable sea of grain, there are now 
scores of pumping plants, and the 
ranchers are raising all kinds of crops 
from this incredibly rich soil. 
JOSEPH 
FAURE 
BUILDING LAT­ 
EST MODERN 
STRUCTURE. 
One of the new two^^story brick 
buildings built for Puente this year 
is that of the one on the boulevard, 
built for Joseph Faure, just finished, 
The building cost $10,000 ahd was 
built by George M. Eastqn of Los An­ 
geles. 
.,

Farmers' Picnic Heid 


Uoder Oai(s and Palms 


University Professor Tells of Agricul­ 
tural Classes—Chapman 
Talks 
On 
Marketing. 


Saturday was a beautiful day for the 
annual picnic of tho Covina Valley 
Farmers' Club, which this year was 
held at Palmetto ranch, the home of 
Mrs. Frank M. Chapman. 
Although 
the attendence was not as large'as Inj 
former years, owing to the threaten­ 
ing weather of the early morning, the 
members and guests enjoyed an ex­ 
ceptionally flne program. 


A basket lunch was held beneath 
the palms and oaks at noon, each 
family supplying the food, while the 
hostess provided a liberal amount of 
coffee. Mrs. Chapman, as is always 
the case, was an admirable hostess. 


The meeting was called to order 
shortly after 2 o'clock by President 
Ben F. Thorpe, who introduced Prof. 
W. T. Clarke of the department of 
University Extension of th^ state uni­ 
versity. 


Prof. Clarke paid the club the com­ 
pliment of coming the entire distance 
from Berkeley expressly for the pur­ 
pose of making the address, and im­ 
mediately after his speech ended he 
left for Uklah In the northern part of 
the state. He spoke very Interesting­ 
ly of the number of clubs that have 
been formed throughout the state for 
the purpose of studying agriculture 
under the supervision of the univer­ 
sity. 
High schools 
were 
forming 
clubs, he said. There was a growing 
desire for scientific and practical 
knowledge In farming. 


To extend the study of agriculture 
beyond the narrow confines of the 
University farm at Davis, or the ex­ 
periment stations at Riverside and 
WhltUer, was the work of his depart­ 


ment. Classes of farmers were being 
formed everywhere. 
Speakers from 
the university were being provided. 
Teachers were placed in charge of 
these classes, and intelligent corres­ 
pondence courses were being formed. 


Another Interesting speaker, who is 
an o!d friend of Covina people, was 
C. C. Chapman of Placentia, grower 
of "Old Mission Brand" oranges. Mr. 
Chapman talked as If he understood 
that all present were his personal 
friends, and he succeeded In striking 
a very happy, optimistic note. His 
remarks were based on the necessity 
for better marketing conditions. He 
criticised 
sharply tho practice of 
sending poor fruit to the 
eastern 
markets. The frozen fruit that crept 
through last year In spite of inspec­ 
tion came near ruining the California 
reputation, he said. Mr. Chapman at­ 
tributed the poor prices of this last 
season to the "bad taste left in the 
mouth" from last year's fruit, and 
also to the fact that the people of 
the country in general have not been 
buying so much fruit, owing to money 
stringency. 


The greater portion of his speech, 
however, was the helghth of opti 
mism. He pointed out the fact that 
it Is a God-given privilege to be al 
lowed to live in such an Incompara 
hie land and to engage In the citrus 
industry, which, he says, is one of the 
most aesthetic and soul-satlsfylng oc 
cupatlons one may find in a travel 
around the world.

made a pleasing speech, asking the 
cooperation of the ranchers in mak 
Ing the new organization a power In 
the industry.
